Circulation of Petition Pro- 
posed—t'erms of Coun- 
cilmen Expire 











Upland voters may have an 
opportunity to decide by ballot 
where they want the new gity 
hali. Walter Allen has taken 
the lead in plans to ciruculate an 
initiative petition. The matter, if 
qualified for the allot, would be 
voted on at the city election in 
April. 

“We expect to have a meeting 
of interested persons early next 
week to definitely decide what 
shal] be done and to learn the 
definite procedure in getting the 
matter before the voters,” Mr. 
Allen said. “We are getting 
legal advice as to the wording 
of the petition and other details.” 

To Elect Councilmen 

The April election is to fill 
vacancies on the city councii and 
to enable the voters to ballot on 
any measures. 

Terms of Mayor D. J. Cameron, 
Arthur H. Johnson and Fred E. 
Draper expire this spring. It is 
unknown if they will be candi- 
dates to succeed themselves. An- 
nounmcement of candidacies for 
the positions are expected during 
February. The final date for filing 
nomination papers is reported by 
City Clerk E. C. Mehl as early 
in March. 

Mr. Mehl also pointed out that 
persons contemplating filing any 
special measures for & place on 
the municipal election ballot must 
act immediately. 


Any proposition sucn as the 
proposed site of the city hall 
should be presented to the coun- 
cil early in February. Mr. Mehl 
said that a proposed change in 
the site of the municipal building 
might entail the issuance of 
bonds. In such a cage the matter 
fequires a definite schedule of 
time for legal printing, accord- 
ing to the official, Mr. Mehl un- 
officially estimated that placing 
of the city hall on the police sta- 
tion site would cost an addition- 
al $20,000 cver the amount if the 
city hall were placed on Second 
avenue and D street.

RED SCALE GAINS 
RAPIDLY AS WARM 
WINTER PREVAILS 


Five Generations of Pest Dur- 
ing 1938 Likely, Coy 
Reports Today 








Citrus growers are likely to be 
faced with another generation of 
red scale on their crop this year 
due to the current warm weath- 
er, John P. Coy, county horticul- 
tural inspector, said today. Five 
generations during 1938 are like- 
ly and this additional growth in 
the scale population is likely to 
mean an additional spraying of 
the trees. 

“The increase of the pest will 
probably mean the groves will 
have to be given another spray- 
ing,” Mr. Coy said, explaining 
the red scale situation was not 
at all alarming. Lack of rain is

When Foothill boulevard widen- 
ing is completed, it will be the 
longest four-lane highway in the 
state, according to E. Q. Sullivan, 
district state highway engineer.
